FRANCE AND CHINA. 

There' seems to be a lull in the state of 
affairs between France and China. I 
was stated some time ago that Amoy had 
been taken by the Fretioh; but as tho ro 
port was not verified, it is not to bo credit 
-ed.— -Amoy was one of the first fivo forts 
openeii to foreign commerce at the cloao 
of the China war of 1843 43, and it ia not 
liltoly tliat the other foreign powers will 
stand quietly by and allow this important 
trading port to bo usurped by France. It 
IS strange that in regard to tho alleged 
capture of Aiiuiy, as»ell as of all the im- 
portant movements in tho French cam- 
paign, tlie telegraphic advices have been 
au meager. Even Ffaiice her.solf has re- 
ceived no news except that relating to 
French viotoriea, not a .word being said 
of possible Chinese victories. Bacninh, 
which was to be the final conquest of the 
Tonquin campaign, was taken on tho 15th 
' ultimo, but beyond a more statement of 
the fact, we knoiv nothing of the circum- 
stances under which it was captured. 
'From private telegrams to prominent 
Chiiieso merchants in San Francisco, the 
Call of that city is enabled to lay before 
ita readers a detailed accnunt uf tho late 
oociirreiice.'* ia China, and we avail our 
selves uf this presumably authentic infor- 
mation. According to these accounts 
Baonini) was attacked by a force of 16,- 
000 men uiHli'rOeiioial Badeus, who were 
four times repulaed by the Annamese, 
Black Fla^.s and Chinese, who numbered 
40,000, On making a fifth attempt the 
French succeeded in taking tho city with 
hardly any opposition, and found it al- 
most deserted by the inhabitants. This 
was a ruse of the enemy, for thinking 
ihoinselvL's secure in tho poasession of the 
(!ity Iho French withdrew about one-half 
their force.'!, leaving the city guarded by 
a force of seven or eight thousand. The 
remainder of tho army returned to Sontay, 
about sixty-five miles distant, and there 
generals, Fegrier and Badeu8,awaited the 
commands of Admiral Oourbot, who waa 
daily expected at Sontay. But the vie 
tors had not long to onjoy themaelvos for 
on the 13th of March, the day following 
the capture, tho enemy stole silently on 
the French and after inveigling them into 
a disadvantageous position, attacked them 
moat furiously. The French were ablo 
neither to advance nor retreat, and rank 
after rank gave way till ero long they 
gave up tho struggle and beat a precipitate 
retreat to Sontay. The Chinese and 
Black Flags aeenied bent on the utter ox- 
termination of the foe, and fought so des- 
perately tiiat of tho seven or eight 
thousand troops which the French had at 
the beginning of the fray, only about 
half that number succeeded in reaching 
Sontay, the rest being killed, wounded or 
taken prisoners. The Chinese, on the 
other hand, lost very few, and so elated 
were they at their success that they im- 
mediately planned a recapture of Sontay. 
They decided, however, to wait a day bo- 
fore marching back to Sontay, and to this 
del.iy may bo attributed tho linal victory 
of tiie French. Upon learning of the do- 
lay. Admiral Courbot at once ordered a 
second attack on Bacninh to be made. 
Several of the scouts returned and it was 
found upon summing up their reports that 
a large army was concentrated around 
Bacninh, which waa computed at .oO,000 
men. 

The fightingwasopenedby the Algerines, 
WES' wore closely followed by the friendly 
Annamese, while tho regular French 
troopa and marines brought up the rear. 
The Freiich advanced in three bodies, at- 
tacking the aoutli, east and west gates of 
the city. Sheila wt'ro thrown from tho 
mortars, and tho lil.ick Flags made a 
speedy effort to escupu through the north 
gate of tho city. During this exit tho 
French engineer corps sent up several 
captive balloona laden with hand grenades 
as ballast. When a retiiiisite height was 
reached, the fuses wor-e lit and the dea- 
tructive missiles wore hurled from the bal- 
loons right in tho thick of tho retreating 
Black Flags, causing a great havoc and 
loss of life. Tho Black Flags lost over 
4,000 men in this way, and finally reached 
Hung Hoa, whore they entrenched them- 
selves and awaited the approach of their 
foreign foes. Upon the retreat of the 
Black Flags an easy entree to tho city of 
Bacninh was made by tl\8 .victorious 
French. 

Sontay taken by assault, and Bacninh 
by tho akillful maiueuvering of General 
jNLillot, it only remained fur the French to 
follow their success by tho capture of 
Hung Hoa, which they did, a.nd the 
whole peninsula of Tontjuin now lies at 
their feet. China feels mighty sore over 
Jier defeat, and, not knowing whore to 
vent her Imperial spite, pitches into her 
own ofliciala for the want of soniothing 
el^e weaker than herself to go against. 
iTh'elS^ljrit of tho old Mings has not yet 
died out, and its smouldering embers are 
only awititing a little more fuel ere it 
bursts into a flame which will at onco 
overthrow the Manchu-Tartar dynasty 
and place one of the doscondants of the 
ancient race of pure Chinese on tho throne 
of the ^freat Ta Tsing Empire. 



A MARKET DAY FOR VICTORIA. 

All over Enijland and'' inmost 'of the 
older farming districts of America, there 
is a long established custom of having i» 
certain day in the week set apart as a 
market day, when farmers lluck to the 
nearest town bringing with them their 
produce. This is a custom which, we 
think, might be adopted hare to advan- 
tage. Say that Saturday, for instance, 
was appointed. Farmers wr.uUl know 
that on that day they would meet with 
others fr-jiu dili'eront districts with whom 
the prospects of crops, etc., could bo 
talked over; they could hear of cattle 
to bo sold, and Save lots of time by mak- 
ing sales or purchases then and^ there. 
Only tho other day we heard of an inci- 
dent which shows the disadvantage of 
the present order of things. A man 
wanted a large quantity of a certain kind 
of seed. Ho tried everywhere to get it 
but failed. Afterwards, by accident, he 
met a farmer who told him that he had 
justsold exaotly'what he waa looking for 
at a lower rate than the other was willing ! 
to give. Another case waa presented 
where a farmer had to consult a number 
of people around town before he could 
tell what price he ought to ask for somu 
produce he wanted to sell. Those difficul- 
ties would bo obviated under tho propos- 
ed plan. If thgtight beat, a-rpom might 
be obtained which would be the aocopied 
place for meeting, and there, and in tho 
streets near by, information interusting to 
farmers might be obtained. Aa farmers 
would probably bring tlioir wives and 
daughters with them sliopkcepBrs would 
benefit thereby. Anything that will 
facilitate a rapid sale' of produce is an aid 
to the prosperity of the country; and we 
submit this subject to tfie^.-jBonsideration 
of those in town and country who are iu- 
tereated. 



DELAYED DISPATCHES. 



OREGON . 
AsroiiLA, April 23.— The body of John 
R. Howlett, shipbuilder, was iloating in 
the river under flaatler's^ook, this after- 
noon. Howlett was superintending the 
construction of tho now steamer building 
for the Aatoria Coaat Transportation Co. 
After finishing hia day's work yeaterday 
ho returned tu the Parker House, wlioie 
he was stopping, and retired about ten 
o'clock. He is said to have been a suflor^ 
er frqm aathraa, and abbut twelvo-o clock 
he came down stairs and walked out into 
the open aiv. Ho was not sedn again until 
his dead body was found'. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San FiiANcisco, April 24.— During the 
course of the Sharon' divorce case this 
morning General Barnes made the follow- 
ing statement in order that ho might bo 
allowed to introduce evidence of an ex 
pert on handwriting; "We don't deny that 
Mr. Sharon's signoturo is there, but we 
do say that the writing of this contract 
was written after the signature was signed 
and wo wish to prove this to the court. 
We claim that this contract is a forgery. 
The signature, 'William Sharon, Nevada,' 
ia written on the first line of the tir.st 
page. We wish to show also that the 
plaintiff writes a very bold hand, averag- 
ing about five words to the lino, whoreaa 
this letter averages eleven words to tho 
line." 

John Wisluzil, who was so severely 
slashed with u razor in tho hands of his 
unole, Janiea Wialuzil, died at tho re- 
ceiving hospital to-day. The body is at 
the morgue. Joseph, at the time out his 
own throat from the eflfects of which he 
died a few days subaequent. 

COLORADO. 
Drnver, April 24. — A. Johnson, who 
was present in the recent battle between 
ihe Nuvajoes and whites at MitcheU'a 
placo, lower San .luan country southern 
Coloriido, arrived at Duraiigo to-day. 
Johnson says; "Myself, William fininve 
and Victor Nelfarrived at Mitchell's store 
on the evening of the 15th. A party of a 
dozen Navajoe Indians came to the stoio. 
One of them drew a gun on Ed. Mitchell. 
Both Indians and whites began firing. 
After firing 25 shots the Indiana retreated 
across the river leaving one dead oii the 
ground. None of the whites were hurt, 
The whites then proceeded to throw up 
fortifications, while the women carried 
tuba of water to supply them in case of a 
siege. Johnson started for Fort Lewis. 
The commanding officer started immedi- 
ately with a squad of mouiiled cavalry to 
the relief of Mitchell's. When they reach- 
ed Bo wen Ferry the Nava joes came in and 
reported the Utes had killed all the whitea 
at Mitchell's place. Tho following ia a list 
of tho whites when JohiiBoii left MitcheU'a 
place: Old man Mitchell and wife, Edgar 
Mitchell, wife and throe children, Meiiiy 
Michell and wife, Jas. Dougherty and 
wife, Peter Chrestman, W. Holland, W. 
Grove and Victor Neff. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Fall River, Mass., April 24. — To- 
night Sagamore mill No. 1, in the north 
part of the city, caught fire in the base- 
ment used as a store room for cotton, and 
which contained several hundred bales. 
This cotton was on fire in three placea 
when first found, leaving but little doubt 
it was incendiary. The flames went up 
thoelevatorshnft and towered co thestories 
above. The whole mill was aoon a nuiaa 
offiames. The roof finally fell carrying 
the remaining fioois to the basement. 
Then tho .southeaat wall fell with a tre- 
meiidoua crash into the furnace of fiamoa.

HORRIBLE LONDON. 

Aiiullior Mysterious Crime in ilie 
Heart of the World's 
iTIctropolis. 

A Voun{f niuu's Head iVeariy 
Severed. 

(I.oiuloii Tlme», March 31.) 

On Saturday evening a brutal murder; 
waa perpetrated in the eatablishment of -ii- 
solicitoriii the very heart of the city. 
Mr Thomas Henry Bartlett, a solicitor, 
occupies No. 2, Arthur street West, a 
thoroughfare leading from Upper Thames 
'street to King William street. Tho of- 
fice was closed about 2 o'clock on Satur- 
day, and it was believed that, all the em- 
ployes bad left. Between^S and ,0 in, the 
evening a charwoman who "is in the habit 
of cleaning the estahliBhment on going 
there for that purpose waa horrified on 
opening tho door at seeing blood spattered 
along the passage and on tho stairs. 
Frightened at what alio saw tho woman 
wont to tho adjoining premises which are 
used as railway receiving oQices, and re- 
quested Mr. White, tho manager of the 
estabiiBliment, to search tho place, lie 
reaponded to her request, and, noticing 
that there were signs of a severe struggle 
having taken place fult auru that a mur- 
der had been committed, and sent for as- 
sistance to the police station in Upper 
Thames street, which is close by. In- 
spector Carter, who happened to bo on 
dutj", hastened to the spot with a ser- 
geant and a constable. They traced tliu 
blood to the basomont of tho building, 
and in the coal cellar - came across the 
dead body of a young man. Tho corpse 
waa in a ahooking state, and it was iinpoa- 
sible at tlrat to discern wliat had producud 
death, for the iioad and facu were covered 
with blood and coal dust. The surgeons 
found a terrible gash on tho loft side of 
the throat which had nearly severed the 
head from the, trunk; anotber'gtish under 
the chin,' about 3in. Ibiig and about kin. 
in depth, and a contusion at the base of 
I the skull, which had evidently boon in- 
I tliuLed by aonie blunt inatruiuont. There 
were sumo severe bruises about tho body, 
which were probably caused in tho strug- 
j gle. The deceased's clothing was satur- 
! ated-nith..blobd>vli,iB |p,bcl{^t8 were ran- 
: sacked and luVned insido'out'! The body 
' was identified about midnight aa that of 
! Edwin Perkins, aged 22, lately reaiding 
in St. James road, Burmondaey. Tho 
decousod was a clerk in the aervice of Mr. 
Bartlett, and it was hia practice to shut 
up the premises af ter 2 o'ulpck on .Satur- 
day. Uis . friends, state, that he was. wear- 
ing a watcli when ho -loft homo in the 
morning, but neither watch nor chain have 
yot been diacijvfi'ed. The police carefully 
I searched the eatiiblishment, and from in- 
dicatiiPiia thoy have discovered they ■ hold 
' the belief that the decea.sed waa in a room 
at the top of tho hguae when he was sud- 
denly sot upon . Ho appears to have 
struggled violently with his aasailants, aa 
the state of tho room shows. The cut on 
the left side of the neck must have pro. 
ducod death, as it has severed tho wind 
pipe and all the most important arteries. 
There is a deep cbt on tfie poor fellow's 
right hand between tho thumb and fore- 
finger, which shows that he had clutched 
the weapon which did the mischief. The 
inurdereis appear to have acted with 
great di'Iiberation after thoy had des- 
patched their victim, for they dragged tho 
body into the basement, and Hung it 
among some coals in the cellar. Thoy 
then wont into the office and wiped their 
hands upon a towel, for it bears marks of 
fingers covered with blood.

It wjis'kribwn io Miss Westell and hor 
friends that the deceased had a large in- 
terest in some jiroporty in tho neighbor- 
hood of Skirlaugh in Y'orkshire, and inti- 
mation had been given by tho deceased of 
some unpleasantness in connection with 
it; in fact, it is stated that the marriage 
was awaiting the settlement'of thu do- 
consod's uR'airs in this matter. An ex- 
amination of the doceaaed's private efi'ects 
by tho police has brought to light an ex- 
tensive correapondence respecting the pro- 
perty, and a suspicion has been aroused 
that tho deceaaed'a interest in this pro- 
perty may have furnialiod sulhcieiit tnu- 
tivo for aoine one to put him out ol tho 
way. At any rate, the detectives are mak- 
ing iiuiuirie.-i in this direction. Tho do 
cea.sed waa a member of tho Jainaica-road 
Congregational Church and was secretary 
of several organizations in connection with 
it. 

Yesterday, a young woman, accom- 
panied by Huveral porsnns, came to tho 
chief atation of the L. Division in ivon- 
ningtoii-hint), and stated that on Sunday 
niglit she was about to enter the house 
whore she lived in Griflin street, York 
roadi Lambeth, whea she aaw.a bundle on 
the doorstop.

The Camels tor the IJnmtilla. 



The two camels to aid in raising the 
steamship Umatilla are building on the 
southeast iside of the Victoria wharf and 
are nearly completed; -They are ^76 feet 
long with 16 teet'beam, octagonal in shape 
12 feet at the bottom and 8 feet on the 
top, witli 9 chiiiti boxes 30 inches square, 
and the two pockets at tho ends for bal- 
last. They are built of 6 inch plank with 
frame timbers 8 feet by 12 feet every two 
feet the whole being put together with 
screw bolts. 'TheyJwilr.be ciipable of'tals- 
ing 500 tons each. They, are noi intended 
as means to raise the ship, but merely to 
straighten her up and proveiit her from 
falling ovor. A double suction pump to 
bo employed ia capable of raising 25 tons 
per mmuto. In raising tho Newborn at 
San Francisco 17,000 were discharged 
per minute. The.'Umatilla will be straight- 
ened up and a ooffefdain ' built upon nor 
deck, after which the gap in her bow hav- 
ing been stopped she will ho pumped out 
and gradually raised to tho surface.

The court met at 11 o'clock a.m. on tho 
coutiuuatioii of the argument' as to whether 
tho Supreme Cpurt of BritiBb Colombia, was 
clothed with the-jurisdictibn of orowu caaes 
reserved. , , 

Mr. McEliueu cited some cases in vols. 2, 
3 and 4, Cox^rOrqwn Cases; in .'support of 
his argument" yesteirday.' " '" ' " 

Jlr. ■\Vilsoa (Davie &" Wilson) on behalf 
of tho prisoner Miller - argued that the im- 
perial atatuto.s, enacted prior to the occu- 
pancy of a new country, might be brought 
into operation iu three waj's, by charter 
creating tho colony, by nange, and by net of 
the colonial logisluture. Heconteuded that 
the act, 11 and 12 Vic, cap. 78, constituting 
the court' of crown cases reaorved, wus iu 
force in .this province by usage, with the 
necessary changes in point of detail. That 
the judges of the supreme court of B. C. 
had sat before to hear point") reaorved by a 
judge of assize; that non-use did not destroy 
the jurisdiction, and it waa t<JO late now^to" 
dispute it; citing Kogina vs. MoGrath and 
Itoy VH. Tessier. The judges ,of tho supremo 
court of B. 0. had the power to dtteruiine 
whether or not thoy possessed the jurisdic- 
tion, they had oxevciaed that power, they 
had so decided, and if thoy hiid decided 
incorrectly, it was for tho. privy council to 
reverse the decuaion ou appeal. In support 
of the proposition that an imperial statute 
could bo introduced by iiaage ho cited the 
opinion of Henley vs. Yorko iu Forsyth "h 
opiniouM on Constitutional 'Laws, und Max- 
well on Statutes. In order to a.soertuiu 
whether any particular imperial statute was 
introduced into the colonies tho court were 
to consider whether the law origiuated out 
of a purely local policy, and was adapted 
.solely to the mother country. Surely, n 
statute giving a judge of aanizo the power to 
re.serve a poiut for tho conHidorntion o( tho 
court could not bo said to be of local appli- 
cation, the wore particularly as the Domin- 
ion act regulatiug lhe procedure of criminal 
i;ouilH (SCO. >SU) clearly contemplated the 
existtuice of a court for tho considoratiou of 
these questions. Further, the court hml 
jurisdiction by local legislation; tho proc- 
lamation of Sir James Douglas haviug the 
force of law, and section 5 ooiild not bo more 
comprehensive n.s it included all jurisdic- 
tion. 

Hon. Mr. Davie, A.Cl , t^.C, in reply 
argued that the juriadiction could only bo 
created by statute and that the cases 
cited only wont to tho extent of showing 
that tho courts in England had, before 
tho passage of tho 11 and 12 Vic, c. 78, 
coiitiued themaolvcs to tho old procedure 
of advising on the point and recoinmeiid- 
ingaccordingly without pronouncing judg- 
ment. 

The court decided to take time to con- 
sider the question of jurisdiction and in 
the meantime to hoar the argumoiita on 
the queatioiia reserved. 

Some discussion then took phice aa to 
tho case stated on behalf of Pesoaro and 
Jim, and Mr. MoElmon asked that the 
matter bo deferred to aniond. 

Miller's case was then called on and 
Mr. Irving contended on .behalf of the 
crown that the evidence that the witness 
Youmans waa absent fromCanada was suf- 
ficiont and that tho deposition was pro- 
perly admitted in ovidoncQ. 

Tho chief justice stated that he received 
this ovidoiicB at tho request of the deputy 
attorney general; but expresaud no opin- 
ion on tho objection taken by Mr. Wilson 
as to its admissibility and the court, with- 
out calling on Mr. Wilson 'to' argue the 
point, held that the ovidonco that tho wit- 
nea.s was absent from Canada waa insufli- 
ciont and the deposition ought nut to bo 
received. 

The chief justice thereupon, in order 
that tho prisoner should nut be hold in 
custody on an illegal conviction pending 
the' decision of the question of jurisdic 
tion, discharged tho prisoner Miller on bin 
own recoctnizance. 

i\lr. McElmon declined to arguu tho 
only points to which the case was con- 
fined and Poscaroand Jim wore sentenced 
to Gve years' imprisonment, tho chief 
justice oommehtiAg on the brutal char- 
acter of the OBsnult and pointing out that 
police oflicera in the execution of their 
duty were entitled to protoction; on tho 
one hand they were not to exceed their 
duty and on the other, while properly 
performing it, they were not to be ob- 
structed and assaulted. 

The court then adjourned till to mor- 
row when Edward Lemon will be brought 
up for seuteuce. :

American Papers lina^fine They 
Scent a Plot. 

San Fhanoihco, April 24.— There is a 
very innocent looking item in the tariff 
bill now before congress which will seri- 
ously ati'eot a great interest of Oregon and 
Washington. It is that taking off the duty 
from foreign coal which now pays the 
small tax of 76 cents per ton. The danger 
lies here. By tho terms of the aettleinont 
recently arranged between tho Dominion 
(Jovernmont and tho province of Britiah 
Columbia a grant of §7 50,000 in money 
and 2,000,000 acres of land was made to a 
company upon the condition of building 
a line of railroad between Eaquimalt and 
Nanaimo, a diatance of 68 miles. The com- 
pany ruceiviiig this !?rant is the Central 
Paicfic Railroad Company and Robert 
Dun.smuir of Victoria, and tho luiid grant 
which lies on tho oaatorii aide of Vancou- 
ver island, includes nearly all tho coal de- 
posits near the eo'\Btof tho province. The 
eflecl of this is to give the Central Pacilic 
Railroad Company the monopoly of the 
coal product of British Columbia'. The 
item in tho tarilT bill allowing tho free im- 
portation of coal is prompted by tho Cen- 
tral Pacific Company, and ia part of a 
scheme to bring British Columbia coal in- 
to competition with domestic coals in tl-.e 
markets of tho Pacifjc coast. The former 
is, practically, in unlimited qunutity, is 
quite aa accessible, and ia of a better 
quality than that produced in any mine 
in Oregon, WaahinKton Territory or Cali- 
fornia. If the tariff is removed it will force 
our coals out of the market. At leaat this 
is the opinion of practical coal men < with 
whom your correapondont has talked. 
There can be no doubt that the tariff pro- 
position IS prompted by the Central Pa- 
cific and solely in their interest. The mat- 
tor ia worth attention from tho press and 
tho various commercial bodies of tho 
northwest..

WHAT JIATTineW ARNOLD 
DID NOT WRITE

The uUuaion in The Col on inf. i exclusive 
despatches yeaterday to tho Matthew Arnold 
hoax is thus explained; An amount of fun 
has lately been had at the expense of Chi- 
cagoauB iu general, ami of tho Tribune of 
that great city, of the westinpartictilur. On 
Sunday week the New York Tribune print- 
ed an' article professedly from the pen of 
"Mr. Arnold," not "Matthew," and pub- 
lished originally, so it was said, iu the I'all 
QIall Journal, aa the drst of a series ou 
American nays and works. Tlie next day 
the Chicago Tribune bad a copy of the of- 
fending paper, professedly received by 
"special cablegram" from Loudon. This 
article supposedly by "Matthew" — the 
sweet and the hi.iuinous— was severe even to 
harshness on ("hicago men and things. 
Great, accordingly, vyas the outburst of in- 
dignatibUjand repiisiil^ Mf. Arnold was a 
•'mean\L^''Hjro, 'ib6piri''i:jperhapa even u 
"brute." As a lecturer he was "a failure." 
Bo loved "fnni lodgings," and"free luucb- 
os, " and never spent a fathiug he could 
help, and ao ou to any extent. Dr. Poole, 
the Librarian, it is said, wrote oil i)ost- 
haste to Miilthew himself, with, it is to be 
feared, all nianner of snappishuoss. In 
sliort, "there was racing and chasing on 
Cunonbio lea," with a groat deal of very 
strong "disgruntled" talk all round. But 
lo and behold, the triltli liy-aud-bye dawned 
upon tho excited tbiou^; that the whole 
thing was a hoax ainl Ihnu, if the liearts of 
some did not kntiw their own hitterueas, we 
should be purpiisedl Tho Chicago Tribune 
with iti^ '!BpeoialiXi6nddn!icablegi'am" of 
what first saw^ the light in New York, has 
had enough to bear. The private letters to 
"Jlutthew, " which cannot be recalled, ^vill 
also lie heavy upon not a few "cultured" 
hiiurts foi- many a day. Now "everybody" 
sei^s that the thing was a "forgery," und a 
vtu-y "chuiiay one" at that; but it would 
have been as well had this been discovered 
sooner. In fact it was not a forgery. The 
Pall Mall Journal has no i-\istence, as every 
newspaper man ought to hav.- known. Wliy 
fancy that a blunder could have been made, 
and "that Journal meant Gazette? Then 
"Matthew" Arnold's uaine was not men- 
tioned. It was simply that of "Mr." Arn- 
old Why in such a hurry to conclude that 
the whole thing was genuine, and that no- 
body but .Mr. Matthew Arnold could have 
been t^uilty of siudi an outrage':' T>'o., lb.-, 
whole atl'air staiuls tluiK: The things Mat- 
thew Arnold was charged with .saying about 
Chicago people he never said. But the 
Chicago people did say the things they are 
charged with saying about Mutthew Arnold! 
Matthew may forgive them, but they will 
never got done kicking themselves.

way station. To escape the crush Nfajor 
Ohotwynd went down to the en<l of tlie 
platform in order to go over the rails, the 
crossing at this point being nsed by porters 
for thii ciiuveyauce of luggage. The down 
traiu had already run into the station, ami 
its engine had been taken oil and attached 
to the otlii'r end in oriler to shunt the car- 
nages. It is liidioved .Major Chetwynd, 
hearing the up train approach, stood in tho 
4ft. way behind the down train, and tho 
noise of the up traiu coming in prevented 
him from heuring the other train move. 
Before he could get out of tho way he ^vaH 
knocked down. All the carriages cleared 
him, but he was dragged on the rails by the 
ash-box of tho engine. The tfoin waS'goiug 
very slowly at the time, and ' the driver, 
feeling that his engine had passed over 
Bomfthing, at onco stopjjod and jiimjied 
down. When picked up, M:ijor Chetwynd 
was perfectly conscious, altluiugh hia arm 
was severed above the elbow. His right 
hand was also dreadfully mutilated and the 
lingers were cut ofl'. The stationmaster, 
Mr. Trigga, had him convoyed at once to 
tho Worthing Intimnry, but no hope was 
given of his recovery,.'7ind he died at 11 :20. 
Tho Hon. Charles Comwallis Chetwynd 
was in the 5lHt year of his age. He waa 
formerly Adjutant of tho 2d Battalion Sus- 
sex Uifle Volunteers, retiring from that post 
in 1882 with the run!; of major. Major Chet- 
wynd, who was at one time in tho lOlh 
Foot, was brother to the present Viscount 
Chetwynd. Ho leaves a widow and seven 
children.

A pibco of 
muscle, about the size of a small pea, was 
taUeja from hia arm and examined iinder 
thti'microscope. In tho musculair tissue 
wore found over a dozen trichime. 

Dr. Hammond, asaiatant house surgeon 
of the hoapital, said last night that it has 
not yet boon fully detorminod whether 
tho disease can bo cured or not. The 
treatment now followed is to give the 'pa- 
tient cathartics and build lip 'hia system 
with tonics and nourishing food. Much 
has to be loft to nature. In Pisino's case 
tho disease has made great headway, the 
triohiuiu being found in all tho muscles. 
This can bo detorminod by the pain it 
causes the patient when pinched in any 
part of tho body. But three authentic 
cases of Itrichinosis have been treated at 
Bollevue Hospital in five years. — New 
Y'^ork Herald.

A Father Confesses the Murd«'r

Ho 
Btatea that children kept accumulatiii<,' up- 
on him, while his ability to support them 
diminished. The children wai^^aciJor?! - 
ing to the custom among southern field 
hands locked up in a cabin while the 
parents were at work. At 10 o'clock one 
morning he felt an uncontrollable desire 
to, J:id himself of his burden, and protend- 
ing to his wife that he wanted some nec- 
ceaaary article in the cabin, ho mounted 
a mule and went there. Opening the 
door, he closed it behind him. He at- 
tacked the youngest child with an axo and 
killed it. 3Ieantime the others took hold 
of him by the legs, beseeching him to 
spare, the oJii|d. Turning from tiio dead 
victim, he grasped two other children, and 
beat their heads against each other till 
they became unconscious. With the axe 
he then killed thoin. Tlie two remaining 
had sought refuge under the bed. Reach 
ing for them, he killed them and left the 
five dead bodies on the floor. Closing the 
door, he returned to work, giving no sign 
of the bloody work in which ho had been 
engaged. It was the absence of an ex- 
planation of the tragedy more than any- 
thing el.te which led tu his arrest. At 
first he stoutly denied all knowledge of 
the crime. It is believed his wife and 
sister, who have disappeared are also 
guilty- ^
